2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest a method for fabricating probe pins, 
among other things, comprising heating the silicon pins, the insulating layer and the first and 
second metals all together at a temperature above an alloy- forming temperature of silicon and the 
second metal and below an alloy- forming temperature of silicon and the first metal; removing a 
non-reacted second metal that has not been reacted with the silicon pins during the heating step; 
and forming a third metal on the bottoms of the silicon pins, from which the non-reacted second 
metal has been removed.
